The  election  of  Adrian  Rogers  as 
president  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Con¬ 
vention  was  surrounded  by  political 
activity  that  had  never  brfore  been 
experienced  in  Southern  Baptist  life. 

Rogers  himself,  however,  dissas- 
sociates  himself  from  the  activity  and 
from  the  groups  engaging  hi  the  activ¬ 
ity .  ^e  is  a  pastor  in  a  neighboring  city 
just  across  the  Tennessee  state  line 
We  need  to  be  aware  of  what  he  has  to 
say.  He  says  his  term  as  president  will 
be  one  of  transparency  and  openness 
We  must  believe  him. 

A  great  deal  has  been  said  about  the 
acivity  that  preceded  the  election  in 
Houston.  Rogers  is  asking  for  a  chance 
to  be  judged  on  his  own  merit  rather 
than  having  to  begin  his  term  of  office 
under  a  cloud  of  misunderstanding  be¬ 
cause  of  the  actions  of  others 
Shortly  following  his  election  Rogers 
spent  two  hours  with  just  the  editors  of 
Southern  Baptist  state  papers  He  had 
been  involved  in  a  general  press  con¬ 
ference  before  that  and  no  doubt  had 
spent  a  great  deal  of  time  with  well 
wishers  and  others  who  wanted  to  ask 
questions.  The  Southern  Baptist 
editors  asked  for  time  with  him  alone, 
however,  and  he  cancelled  another  en- 
gi^ement  to  grant  the  request 
It  was  a  rewarding  session,  and  it 
revealed  a  warm  and  open  individual. 
Not  nearly  all  that  came  out  of  the  ses 
sion  can  be  explained,  of  course.  Hope¬
